The disclosure is objected to because of the following informahties: Applicants need to 
update the status of the parent appUcation. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 25-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 25-27, 32 and 33 are indefinite since these claim define the phosphor blend in 
terms of its properties only. Claim 33 teaches an additional phosphor in addition to the blend 
which is defined by its properties only. Composition claims were held to be indefinite for being 
defined in terms of properties alone. Ex parte Spacht 165 USPQ 409 (PO BdPatApp 1969); Ex 
parte Slob 157 USPQ 172 (PO BdPatApp 1967); Ex parte Pulvari 157 USPQ 169 (PO 
BdPatApp 1966). Claims 28-31 and 34-37 are indefinite since it is unclear if the chlorophosphate 
phosphor must contain Sr, Ba, Ca and Mg or at least one of these elements. Claims 28 and 34 are 
indefinite since it is unclear if the silicate phosphate contains Ba, Sr and Ca or at least one of 
these elements. The specification is not clear as to which definition applicants are intending to 
claim and the art defines "(Ba,Sr,Ca)" and (Sr,Ba,Ca,Mg)" both ways. 

Claims 28-31 and 34-37 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

There is no teaching or suggestion of a phosphor blend having the claimed composition.
